One of the bills waa the appropiat- 
ion act, Which provides funds for the 
financing of the province for the fis- 
cal year, This bill provides for a tot- 
al expenditure of $23,876,879. made up 
of $18, 726,253 to income and $5,150, 
626 to capital account. 

Other business transasted 
the week by the legislature 
consideration of amending legislation 
for several bills now on the statutes 
and for which changes were consider- 
ed necessary. 

The correspondence and a copy of 
an agreement between the  govern- 
ment and one Max Ball, petroleum 
egineer of Toronto and Denver, Col., 
was laid on the table by Premier Reid 
which is the first step in the develop- 
ment of a $1,000,000 separation plant 
at the MacMurray tar‘sands area in 
northern Alberta. 

This plant has to be commenced 
this year and to be completed by Sept 
1936. The agreement is for a period 
of 21 years and covers a lease of 3,- 
840 acres out of the 8,000 of provinc- 
jal lands in the area. Construction oj 
a 350 ton separation plant is the final 
objective, The initia] outlay for the 
tirst unit of the separation plant will 
amount to $150,000, 

During the week suggestions for a 
greatly reduced legislature were made 
by Hon. Geo.
